Vienna, OGober 29. 


E have Advice from Schemnitz, that 
at the defire of the Eftares of Tran- 
flivania, Prince Ragotski has de- 
manded of the Imperial Plenipo- 

tentiaries, that Principaliry with all its Dependen- 
cies ; offering to hold it as a Fief of the Kingdom of 
Hungary, and to pay the Emperor a yearly Tribute, 
as the former Princes of Tranfilvania have done: And 
to thewhis-good difpofition to an Accomodation, has 
difmifs'd ail the French and other Forreigners that 
were about him. Mean time ‘tis advis’d the Male- 
contents have given out they will obferve the Sufpen- 
Gon of Arms no longer than till the End of this 
Month : And thereupon General Heifter is order’d to 
draw his Troops together near Raab, ‘and to difarm 
the Hungarians on this fide the Danube, who have 
often broke their Promife of Fidelity to the Emperor ; 
which thing was formerly a gee by General Hei- 
fter, but was deferr’d to avoid irritating the Male- 
contents. A Report is current here, that the Grand 
Vifier is ftrangled. 
From the Paris Gazette. dated Nov. 8. 

Ser, Oct. 29. The 20th of this Month 5 Bat- 
tallions of Spani or Blemings left the Camp near 
Haguenaw to return to the Low-Countries ; and the 
21ft § more of the fame Nations,took the fame Route. 
Several French Regiments likewife, have left and are 
daily leaving that Camp to march to France. The 
Guatds du Corps were to fet forward the 27th and 
29th, the Gendarmes the 28th, the Light Horfe the 
goth; and the Regiment of Guatds the 27th, 28th 
and 29th for Metz. The greareft patt of the Lines 
along the Moter are finith’d. The Mortality of Men 
and Horfes in the Camp at Weiffenbourg continues, 
but rages with more Violence in that before Landau ; 
befides the Men the Enemy lofe in their Attacks, by 
Sallies, by the great Fire of the Befieged, and by the 
great nnmber of Stones that are caft out of Mortars 
into the Trenches. We had a Report that they took 
the Counterfcarp the 22d, and lodg’d themfelves on 
the Covert-way ; but we are fince affur'd they had 
not taken it the 26th, and that the great Number of 
Officers and. Soldiers they loft in the Affaults they 
made the 18th and 19th, had oblig’d them to con- 
tinue their Works by Saps, with all poffible Precau- 
tion. This new way of theirs does not prevent abun- 
dance of their Men being kill’d or wounded daily. 
All the Advices we receive relating to that Siege, 
affure us the Befiegers are often in want of Ammuni- 
tions and Provifions, as well as of Forrage, and that 
their Batteries are often diforder’d by the Fire of the 
Befieged, fo that fome times they have not above 
io or 12 Guns in 2 Condition to fire. The King of 
the Romans having demanded the Prifoners taken in 
the-Lunette de Melac, where all that were found at 
firft were kill’d or taken ; the Sieur de Laubanie fent 
them out tohim, after having caus’d the Soldiers 
who had been ftripp’d to be cloarh’d, detaining only 
the Count d’Eck who was taken on that Occafion.

From the Camp before Landau, Nov. 3. The 1ft 
inftant the Enemy {prung 2 Mines ; one in the Morn- 


ing before the Place of Acms, the other at Night | 
fore the Point of the Conan which 
Left of the Attack; but without doing us much hurt, 
only the laft did fome damage co our Saps: The 
Enemy made a great Fire likewife from their Ar- 
tillery and {mall Arms, We had 32 Men kill’d,among 
them a Captain ; and 85 wounded. General Bibra 
commanded in the Trenches, and under him the Ba- 
ron of Anlach Lieutenant General, and Major Gene- 
ral Haxhaufen. The fame day Monfieur van Saken 
Ayde de Camp General, being inform’d 3 of the Ene- 
mies Parties were come into the Neighbourhood of 
our Camp, order'd Waldenborg with 106 
Horfe, to go in queft of them; the Captain got up 
with and defeated them, killing 2 Lieutenants and 
20 Soldiers on the Spot, and taking 1 Lieutenant and 
11 Soldiers Prifoners ; the reft efcaping. The Night ‘ 


_ between the 1ft and 2d our Approaches were carried ’ 


on confiderably, .on the Right and Left, along the 
Palifadoes and before the Half Moon. We likewife 
perrecyed the Lodgments we had made before; and 

"gan to raife Batteries on the Right of the Half 


’ Moon for making Breaches. We had 4 Men kill’'d 


and 38 wounded, among the latter a Captain. Ge- 
neral Erfa commanded in the Trenches, having under 
him Lieutenant General Rehbinder and Major Ge- 
neral Butler. One of our Mines under the Befieged’s 
Place of Arms before the Half Moon being finith’d, 
the Signal was given laft Night by Order of the King 
of the Romans who was in the Trenches, and it was 
{prung fo fuccefsfully, that we have lodg’d our {elves 

ere, and have likewife carried on our Lodgments 
on the Right in the Covéert-way before the Counter- 
guard from one Traverfe to the other. Wehave 
alfo carried on vigoroufly our Works on the Glacis 
on the Left of the Attack. Today (the 3d) the 
Pruffiam Troops led on by Collonel Schlund, made 
a Lodgment on the Palifadoes on the Left, and have 
begun a new Battery for making a Breach in the 
Works of the Place. We had 15 Men kill’d and 33 
wounded, among them an Ingenier. The Count de 
Frife commanded in the Trenches, and under him 
the Margrave of Baden Dourlach Lieutenant Gene- 
ral, and Major General Bettendorf. Deferters come 
over to us daily, and affure us the Garrifon of the 
Place is extreamly fatigued, and that the Hofpirals 
and Churches are full of fick and wounded.

Frankfort, Nov. 5. Letters that came in to day from 
the Camp before Landau, advife, that 8 Batteries, 

Janted with 8 Demi-Culvrins each, for making 

Pas were defign’d to be rais’d, and that 3 of 
them are already finifh’d : They add, that fome noia- 
ble Attack will be made upon the Place the 15th of 
this Month being St. Leopold’s day. The Elector 
Palatin is expected here, as are alfo the Elector of 
Mentz and the Duke of Marlborough, to confer to- 
gether. "Tis reported feveral Perfons are taken into 
Cuftody at Vienna, who ftand charg’d with corre- 
{ponding with France ; as alfo that the Malecontents 
of Hungary have lately receiv’d Remittances of con- 
fiderable Sums of Money from the French Court.

order’d all the Horfe to march from Triers towards 
Confaarbruk, a Paffage of the Saar 2° Leagites from 
Triers, where the day before a Camp was mark’d 
out for covering Triers which his Grace has deter- 
min’d to makeva Place of Defence. . The fame Morn- 
ing, his Grace gave the General Officers the Orders 
for regulating their refpective Winter Quarters. In 
the Afternoon towatds Traecrbach, accom- 
panied by the Heréditaty Prince of Heffe Caffel and 
other General Officers, and attendéd by a Guard of 
200 Horfe, Fhat Night bisGrace lay ar Fels, a little 
Village athong the Hills. “Yelterday he arriy’d at 
Neumagenon the Mofelle; and this Afternoon ar- 
riv'd here ;:having thought fit not to march above 3 
or 4 Leagues a day, becaufe of the Roughnefs of the 
Ways through ahilly Country. As foon as hisGrace 
atriv’d here, he went wp the Hill attended by feveral 
Generals, to take a View of the Caftle of Traer- 
bach; and: in the Evening the Troops that came 
from the Maefe and arriv'd laft Night in the’Neigh- 
bourhood of this Place, pafs’d in Review before him. 
The Artillery that is to be employ’d in the Siege, is 
coming up the Mofelle from Coblentz, and’ts ex- 

ed the 5th or 6th inftant at Enskirchen, where it 


is to be landed. This Evening my Lord Duke will 


give Orders for attacking the Place, and leaving the 
Command of the Siege to the Hereditary Prince of 
Heffe-Caffel, will fet out tomorrow Morning to go 
to the Campat Weiffenbourg, and thence ro that 
before Landau. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Nov. 11. - 
 Ratabon, 30. The Dier have pafs'd the fol- 
lowing Refolutions, to hinder the carrying of Horfes 
out of the Empire. I. A Lift thall be taken of all the 
Horfes in every Lordfhip or Jutifdiétion. II, NoSub- 
jects fall fell any Horfes without Leave fronp their 
Superiors. III. The Names of the Buyer and Seller 
fhall be regifter’d. IV. All the Officers who fhall bu 
Horfes, to remount the Cavalry of the Allies, fh 
produce Atteftations from their Generals. 'V. In the 
Reviews that fhall be taken ef rhe Horfes for the 
Army of the Allies, and Equipages of the Offfcers, 
care fall be taken that thofe Horfes which fhall not 
be judg’d: fic for Service,and fhall therefore be return’d, 
fhall not be foldro the Enemy.’ VI. No Horfes fhall be 
allow’d to pafs over the Rhine, nor beyond ghe Lines 
of Stohlhoffen; the Black For ‘the Danube, nor 
into any newtral Places. VII. To'preferve the Free- 
dom of Commmercé, Care thall. be taken in each Jurif- 
dicion, to regifter the Number of Horfes belonging 
to Carviers of allforts, as alfo'the: Age, Colour, and 
Other Marks of every Horfe that paffes and repaffes ; 
nor fhail any of thefe conimon Carriers. be permitred 
tO travel with any cther Horfes than {uch as are fo 
regifter’d, nor with a greater Number: .And to rhe 
End the Commiffaries that fhall be appointed to rake 
Care that no Horfes pafs the Frongierssmay not rhem- 
felves deal witlr the Enemy for -Horfes, a Watch or. 
Guard thall keep moving othe Frontiers; and’ who- 
ever fhall difcover any Offender ‘ine this,Cafe, thall 
have half the Fine and Confifcation atifing upon.the 
Conviction of fuch Offender.
